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Cuts at hospital 
spark campaign 


THE out-of-hours 
service at New¬ 
market Hospital for 
people in urgent 
medical need was 
axed yesterday. 

Newmarket’s out-of- 
hours primary care 
centre base provided by 
Harmoni for NHS 
Suffolk offered a service 
at weekends, evenings 
and on bank holidays. 

People requiring a doctor’s 
attention outside office hours 
will telephone the service as 
before - but they will now be 
offered an appointment in 
Mildenhall or Bury St 
Edmunds, both of which are 
within the prescribed half- 
an-hour journey time from 
Newmarket. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst of the 
Newmarket Health Forum 
and town and district 
councils said: “Anybody who 
has no transport in New¬ 
market will have to get 
themselves to Mildenhall and 
Bury St Edmunds, that’s the 
problem.” 

Petitions have been placed 
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around the town and online 
opposing the closure and 
Newmarket Town Council 
resolved on Monday to write 
to NHS Suffolk to ask for a 
representative to discuss with 
them the controversial 
change and its legality given 
the level of consultation 
carried out. 

Letters have also been 
written to Matthew Hancock, 
MP for West Suffolk. Mr 
Hancock said there had been 
a lack of proper consultation 
about the move and threw his 
weight behind efforts to 
reinstate the base. 

He said: “Last week I met 
the chief executive of 
Harmoni to tell him of the 
widespread concern in 
Newmarket at the proposed 
closure of the out-of-hours 
doctors service. 

“He had no explanation for 
the closure of the Newmarket 
base, except that Newmarket 
is within half an hour of other 
bases that will remain open 
in Mildenhall and Bury. There

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Open Door chief 
leaves Emmaus 

THE general manager of 
Newmarket Open Door has 
stepped down as chairman of 
another homelessness charity. 
John Durrant decided to hand 
over his role as chairman of 
Emmaus Cambridge to spend 
more time on the work of 
Open Door. 

Newmarket Open Door 
provides accommodation for 
up to 24 young people in 
Newmarket, runs 
Newmarket’s Community 
Reuse and Recycling Centre 
in Depot Road and charity 
superstores and training 
centres in the town. 

Diane Docherty, who has 
taken over as chairman of 
Emmaus Cambridge, said: 
‘John Durrant is a hard act to 
follow but he and the other 
trustees have built a firm 
foundation for the community 
and I am looking forward to 
working with everyone in the 
Emmaus movement to 
support the community and 
others who may struggle 
financially. Many people are 
not yet aware of just how 
much Emmaus has to offer at 
its warehouse and we need to 
get the message across.” 

More than 90 had 
no TV licence 

MORE than 90 people in 
Newmarket were caught 
watching television illegally 
last year. 

Figures released by TV 
Licensing show 200 people 
were caught watching 
television without a licence in 
Ely in 2011 and more than 
170 were found out in 
Haverhill. 

The estimated evasion rate 
has remained at about 5 per 
cent for the last five years. 
Pauline Gillingham, TV 
Licensing spokeswoman for 
the South East, said: “On 
behalf of licence fee payers in 
Newmarket, we are 
committed to tackling evasion 
and enforcing the law 
amongst the small minority 
who should pay but don’t. It’s 
only fair. 

“People are given every 
opportunity to pay but if they 
fail to do so and watch TV 
illegally we will seek a 
prosecution. The penalty is a 
fine of up to £1,000, plus 
court costs and a victim 
surcharge. 

“Anyone found guilty is also 
required to buy a TV Licence 
at £145.50 if they still need 
one or they could face a 
second prosecution. It’s 
really not worth the risk.”

Catholics, Anglicans and community 
church members were among the 160 
people who took part in the service on 
Homelessness Sunday to commemorate 
the 15th anniversary of Newmarket Open 
Door. 

A model of a person lying in a sleeping 
bag had been created as a reminder of 
homelessness and was used during the 
service on Sunday. 

Father Michael Griffin, priest at the 
Church of Our Lady and St Etheldreda, 
where the service was held, named the 
model Mickey Joe in memory of a 
homeless man who had died of exposure 
after crawling into his garage in 
Cambridge. 

John Durrant, general manager of Open 
Door which was founded by Churches 
Together in Newmarket and District, said 
the event had raised more than £1,000 
which would be poured back into the 
charity’s accommodation for 24 young

He said Janet Wood, who was helped by 
Newmarket Open Door in 2003, was one of 
the speakers at the event. He said: “She 


was one of our ex-residents; she came over 
and spoke about what Open Door meant to 
her. She said ‘When I came to Open Door I 
had nothing, when I left I had everything’. 
That is the phrase she used. 

“She now works in a hostel in Bury St 
Edmunds for substance misusers.” 

He said Phillipa Hull and Tracy Grimster, 
two trustees of the charity, had done a 
great job organising the event, in which 


eight churches had formally participated. 

Mr Durrant said: “It was lovely to see a 
lot of people there we have not seen for a 
while. 

“It was a way of saying thank you to 
them and to their friends and relatives and 
to the Newmarket community for providing 
support for an organisation which would 
not be where we are today without our 
community.” 


Council opposes 
Salnsbury’s plan 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for a 
Sainsbury’s store and more 
sports pitches in Newmarket 
have been opposed by the town 
council. 

Proposals for a superstore, seven- 
screen cinema, shops, family 
restaurants and, in time, up to 90 
homes on the George Lambton 
Playing Fields and new and 
replacement sports pitches, a multi¬ 
use games area and new changing 
facilities at Newmarket College were 
rejected by full council on Monday. 

A majority of councillors objected 
to the Sainsbury’s application because 
of the loss of community open space, 
increase in traffic and its effect on 
Newmarket’s horseracing heritage 
and rural character. 

They opposed the sports pitches 
application for reasons including 
traffic and car parking issues and the 
prematurity of the application 
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because Forest Heath’s playing fields 
strategy is incomplete. 

Concern was also expressed at the 
loss of community recreational 
ground because the school’s fields, 
currently accessible 24/7, will be 
closed to the public when in use by 
the college or community teams. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, the college’s 
principal, Neil Fisher, head of PE, and 
head boy and girl spoke in favour of 
the linked proposals at the meeting. 

Dr Cadwalladr said this was a 
“golden opportunity” for investment 
in the college and investment which 
would enhance sports facilities for 
young people through the school and 
for players of community sport. 

He said: “The building part of this 
project, a set of changing rooms, will 
provide us with the foundation, with 


the opportunity to go and ask for 
investment into a new sixth form 
centre. We have not had - we will not 
get - a capital investment into 
secondary education in this town 
unless we go out and grab it and this 
is a once-in-a-decade opportunity.” 

But William Gittus, managing 
director of Jockey Club Estates, 
speaking on behalf of the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, said: “We would 
very much support the idea behind 
improvement of the sports facilities 
but we have to consider at what cost 
and that is a cost of yet another 
supermarket proposal for the town.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood said it was the 
responsibility of Suffolk County 
Council to provide playing fields for 
the town’s schoolchildren rather than 
Sainsbury’s. 

Forest Heath District Council will 
decide at a later date whether to 
approve the applications. 
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Escaped prisoner 
appears in court 

A PRISONER who went on the run after 
being sprung from the clutches of 
Highpoint prison officers as they escorted 
him to hospital has appeared in court 
after being arrested in Scotland. 

Andrew Farndon, 26, below, was at the 
centre of a nationwide manhunt after an 
armed accomplice helped him escape 
custody outside West Suffolk Hospital in 
Bury St Edmunds last Wednesday. 

Suffolk Police confirmed the prisoner, 
who is serving an indeterminate sentence 
for public protection, was arrested in New 
Cumnock, Ayrshire, south-west Scotland, 
following a joint 
investigation with 
Strathclyde Police. 

Farndon, who is 
originally from 
Coventry, app¬ 
eared before Ayr 
Sheriff Court on 
Monday charged 
with contravening 
the firearms act, 
the road traffic act 
and criminal law 
in Scotland. A further four people, three 
men aged 16, 33 and 43, and a woman 
aged 44, were charged with offences 
connected to the escape. 

It is understood Farndon suffered a 
knife wound at Highpoint prison in 
Stradishall before being taken to the West 
Suffolk Hospital’s accident & emergency 
department in a taxi accompanied by two 
guards at 6.50pm last Wednesday. 

A waiting gunman confronted the male 
and female prison officials and 
threatened them with his weapon, before 
fleeing with Farndon across the car park. 

MP welcomes 
verdict on Fred 

NEWMARKET’S MP has welcomed the 
decision to strip the former Royal Bank of 
Scotland boss of his knighthood. 

Matthew Hancock, Conservative MP for 
West Suffolk, had previously laid a motion 
in the House of Commons calling for Fred 
Goodwin’s title to be removed. 

He said: “Of course stripping Fred 
Goodwin of his title doesn’t solve the 
problems he caused while chief executive 
of RBS, but it does mean an important 
principle has been upheld and one which 
matters deeply to the British people: the 
principle of just rewards. The honours 
system should recognise those who make 
great contributions to our society, not 
those who take from it and walk away.” 

Mr Goodwin was widely criticised after 
retiring early with an annual pension of 
around £700,000 shortly before the RBS 
announced massive losses and was bailed 
out by the taxpayer. 

Watchmaker is 
declared bankrupt 

A WATCHMAKER who has owned 
businesses for more than a decade has 
been declared bankrupt. 

Two Ticks Watch Services in Cobbles 
Yard and Green Street, Cambridge, have 
closed after their owner, Robert Lowe, 
was made bankrupt. 

Mr Lowe’s other two watch repair shops 
in High Street Passage, Ely, and High 
Street, Newmarket, have also been shut 
down. Five people have lost their jobs 
after Cambridge County Court declared 
Mr Lowe bankrupt last month. 

Mr Lowe, who lives in Soham, said: 
“This is an extremely difficult and sad 
time for my wife and I. The current econ- 
omic climate has made it extremely 
difficult for us and the debts just got too 
high for us to handle.”

was also no explanation for 
the unacceptable lack of 
proper consultation. 

“Thanks to the 
Government’s decision to 
protect the NHS budget, 
Suffolk’s NHS received an 
increase in funding of 
£25.9m last year so there is 
no excuse for this. 

“Harmoni has now 
promised to review the 
service after three months. 
I will be pressing urgently 
for the decision to be 
reversed as soon as 


possible.” 

Between July and 
September, 42J people of 
the 8,834 patients seen by 
the county’s out of hours 
service were seen at the 
Newmarket base. 

Dr David Lee, regional 
medical director for 
Harmoni, said they had 
been analysing patients’ 
needs, numbers and 
locations since they took 
over the GP out-of-hours 
contract in Suffolk in 20 JO 
and had developed what 
they believe is the best and 


most cost-effective way of 
meeting the needs of 
people in the county. 

He said: “Regarding the 
30-minute travelling 
distance criteria, this is an 
NHS Suffolk requirement in 
line with best national 
practice. 

“As our current restruc¬ 
turing is not deemed a 
significant change to 
service, we were not 
required us to carry out a 
formal consultation into 
the changes. However, we 
have proactively engaged 


with local GPs, the hospital, 
the local MP, local 
councillors and Suffolk 
LINK to gauge their views. 
We will also be arranging a 
public meeting in 
Newmarket in March when 
patients can express their 
views. 

“We will also, in 
partnership with NHS 
Suffolk and Suffolk County 
Council Health Scrutiny 
Committee, be monitoring 
the impact of these changes 
very carefully for a three- 
month trial period.”

They are both charged with five counts of fraud in 
Wymondham, Watton, Attleborough and Thetford, 
plus theft of an advertising sign and paperwork in 
Wymondham and damage to a roof in Attleborough. 

Crown court date for man in 
dangerous driving case 

A MAN charged with dangerous driving has been 
committed to Cambridge Crown Court. 

Marcello Scalpello, of George Lambston Avenue in 
Newmarket, appeared at magistrates’ court via video 
link from prison last Friday. 

The 36-year-old faces charges of breaching a 
restraining order on December 28, driving a white 
Suzuki dangerously in St Thomas’ Road, Cambridge, 
on the same day, and damaging a safety pillow 
belong to Cambridgeshire Police on December 29. 

Fie will next appear on February 10 at Crown court 
for a plea and case management hearing.

crossing campaign 


ACTION to make a school crossing 
safer has been brought forward 
following a parents’ campaign. 

Parents at Houldsworth Valley Primary 
launched a petition for a safer crossing 
after a 5-year-old girl was hit by a car 
outside the school last month. 

Sharon FitzGerald, headteacher of the 
primary school, met Suffolk County 
Council’s traffic management team and 
police last Wednesday to discuss 
temporary measures before a planned 
pedestrian crossing could be installed. 

Speaking the day after the meeting, a 
spokesman for the county council said: 
“The headteacher at Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School has approached the 
county council with a view to having a 
pedestrian crossing installed outside the 
school. 

“In light of the incident that happened 
last week, officers met with the head 
teacher and police yesterday and have 
confirmed that a crossing already 
planned to be built at this junction 
during 2012/13 will be brought forward 
and made a priority. 

“The plan now is to have the crossing 
designed and put in place during the 
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summer holidays.” 

Gina Williams, a mum at the school 
who launched the petition with Kaylee 
Brown, said: “It’s nice to know they are 
listening and take action straight away 

“They have only just started doing the 
Exning Road crossing: it took about eight 
months for them to do that.” 

Mrs FitzGerald said: “I’m really 
pleased that parental concerns have 
been listened to and that our concerns 
have been addressed and as a result it’s 
going to be brought forward. 

“It’s brilliant because it just means that 
our children are going to be safe crossing 
the road.” 

And in the meantime, she said, double 
yellow lines will also be painted on the 
unadopted road outside the school, 
where people sometimes park 
dangerously, and speed signs near the 
school which are currently facing the 
wrong way will be turned round. 

She hopes action will be taken on 
these matters within weeks and said 
police will continue to be vigilant with

The idea of funding a youth 
project had 65 supporters, a 
proposal to establish a 
community event for charities 
won 63 votes and the bid to buy a 
statue for the town won 50 votes. 

Isabelle Barrett, the town clerk 
who came up with the idea, said: 


“I just felt that our residents 
should have more of a say in 
where their money is being spent 
because people often call up with 
their concerns at the council and 
you cannot see to them all.” 

Kay Dawson, events manager at 
the town council where the 
polling boxes were located in 
November and December, said 
people had responded well to the 
initiative, especially when they 
had taken the boxes into the 
Guineas shopping centre for two 
days. 

She said: “I think everyone was 
really pleased. We got some really 
good feedback, especially when it 
was down in the Guineas, with 


people saying they thought it was 
a lovely thing for the council to do 
to let the public decide on what 
the money should be spent on. A 
lot of people said you don’t always 
get that chance.” 

The town council saved the 
£50,000 by bringing its 
horticultural contract back in- 
house. After buying the necessary 
equipment last year it will now 
make the saving annually. 

Newmarket residents will be 
able to vote on which community 
project they think should receive 
the cash each year and could be 
given the opportunity to put 
forward their own suggestions 
next time.

Churchyard 
trees to be 
felled due to 
concerns 
over safety 


Let s point the finger at both ends of spectrum 


Sir, there have been a number of 
concerns raised regarding the 
planning application to Forest 
Heath District Council by 
Newmarket Town Council seeking 
the felling of three large holly trees 
in All Saints churchyard. The facts 
are as follows: 

The holly tree facing on to All Saints 
Road will be left untouched. 
Consideration is being given to 
felling the two trees on the corner 
of All Saints Road and Park Lane. 
This is primarily because they 
present a safety hazard to 
pedestrians walking on the path 
beneath. Pigeons roost in the trees 
and their droppings fall on to the 
path, causing it to become very 
slippery when it rains. 

In addition, some of the tree 
branches are now rubbing against 
the church building even though 
both trees were heavily pruned a 
couple of years ago. Basically, the 
two trees are in the wrong location: 
they are too close to the church and 
path. 

If the decision is taken to fell the 
two holly trees, they will be 
replaced with two new trees at 
different locations within the 
churchyard. 

Over the last few years other trees 
situated in the churchyard have 
died of natural causes, and it will 
also be the intention of the church, 
working in conjunction with 
Newmarket Town Council and 
Forest Heath District Council, to 
replace some of these as well. 
Suitable indigenous species will be 
used, as recommended by the 
Diocese of St Edmundsbury & 
Ipswich, to provide a variety of trees 
within the churchyard as a whole. 
Newmarket Town Council and All 
Saints Church are committed to 
caring for the environment, for all 
the people that walk through the 
church grounds, and improving the 
appearance of the church and its 
grounds, as part of Newmarket’s 
conservation area.

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‘Justice 
as crash 
is found

THE families of the couple 
killed by a driver speeding at 
120mph on the wrong side 
of the road hope his 
conviction will help them 
“some way along the path to 
recovery”. 

Ben Edwards, 26, was convicted 
last Wednesday of causing the 
deaths of Paul Adams, 40, and 
Kathryn Dunn, 26, by dangerous 
driving. They had been driving to 
an airport for a Caribbean holiday 

The unanimous verdict, which 
took the jury two-and-a-half hours 
to reach, marked the end of the 
families’ five-year battle for justice. 

A joint statement by the relatives 
at the end of the three-day trial 
said: “It can’t bring Paul and 
Kathryn back to us. But knowing 
justice has finally been done may 
help us some way along the path to 
recovery from this dreadful event.” 

It added: “We are enormously 
grateful to everyone involved in 
securing this conviction, particularly 


the superb Cambridgeshire police 
force for their hard work and deter¬ 
mination so long after this crime was 
committed.” 

The crash happened on the A142 
Fordham bypass on March 11, 
2007, when Edwards, then 22, of 
Northfield Road, Soham, was 
driving back from De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket. 

It was suggested in the trial that 
Edwards, who was thrown from his 
Mercedes SLK and needed months 


of hospital and rehabilitation 
treatment, may have been travelling 
faster than the 120mph impact 
speed in the lead-up to the crash. 

The couple, who were in a Mer¬ 
cedes CLK, died instantly. They had 
been together for six years. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth 
ordered psychological and pre¬ 
sentence reports ahead of 
sentencing on March 5 and told 
Edwards: “I fear you must expect a 
custodial sentence.”

The nurses had bought 
us a bottle of champagne and 
dressed nicely. It was an unusual

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John is walking on air 


Born with a serious heart condition, 
John Chamberlain is now the star of his 
own radio show - aged just 12. 

Louise Martin reports.

J OHN 

Chamberlain 
may only be 12 
years old, but he 
knows exactly what 
he wants to do when 
he leaves school. 
When he isn’t 
playing football with 
his mates, John likes 
to join his dad Fonz 
at work at Envision, 
the local TV and 
radio station he 
founded in 
December 2010. 

With his own weekly 
slot and with two eight- 
hour radio marathons to 
his name, John is already 
following in his dad’s 
footsteps to become a 
successful presenter. But 
it’s been a tough journey 
for the father-and-son 
team. 

Fonz was just 19 when 
he began suffering from 
depression. At the same 
time his partner, 
Roseanna, was pregnant 
with John, their first 
child. The couple were 
looking forward to the 
happy addition to their 
family, but at the 12-week 
scan were dealt the 
devastating news their 
son had a serious heart 
condition. 

“It was very scary to be 
told that,” remembers 
Fonz, 32. “I hit rock 
bottom; I suppose it was 
the tipping edge. It was 
like everything seemed to 
be going wrong and that 
was the final thing. I 


blamed myself for it; I 
thought it was my fault 
and I’d brought it upon 
him.” 

The couple spent the 
rest of the pregnancy 
worried for their son’s 
health and when he was 
born at the Rosie 
Maternity Hospital, 
Cambridge, tiny and 
blue, he was whisked 
away for tests before they 
could meet him. 

“We knew nothing 
about what was going on 
for the first couple of 
hours,” says Fonz. “It was 
very confusing and then 
they came back and said 
that he had to be taken to 
Great Ormond Street 
Hospital to have 
emergency surgery.” 

As well as having a hole 
in his heart, John was 
diagnosed with tetralogy 
of fallot. A rare condition 
(affecting around 1 in 
1,000 babies), the heart 
defect results in low 
oxygenation of blood 
flowing around the body. 

Just 24 hours after he 
was born, John was 
rushed to the children’s 
hospital, with his parents 
following closely behind. 
At two days old, John 
underwent five hours of 
open-heart surgery. After 
an agonising wait, he 
made it through the 
operation and was 
transferred to intensive 
care where he was wired 
up to life-support. 
Despite further 
medication, John showed 
no signs of improving. “It 
was touch and go,” 
remembers Fonz. “They 




told us it didn’t look good 
because he wasn’t 
responding to anything.” 

Fonz and Roseanna 
stayed at the hospital 
around the clock, waiting 
for their son to improve. 


Two weeks after he was 
born, on Christmas Eve, 
his condition hadn’t 
changed and Fonz, 
desperate to try anything 
that might help, prayed 
for his son. “I’d never 


prayed in my whole life 
and I prayed that all I 
wanted for Christmas 
was for my son to be 
better.” 

On Christmas 
morning, Fonz’s prayers 
were answered. The new 
parents were called to 
their son’s bedside and, 
fearing the worst, they 
rushed to be with him. 
But John had finally 
turned the corner and 
the couple were 
overwhelmed to hear he 
had begun responding to 
treatment. 

“It was like a miracle,” 
smiles Fonz. “Overnight 
he had suddenly started 
to respond. It was like my 
wish had come true.”

Growing stronger each 
day, after a month-and-a- 
half John was transferred 
to Addenbrooke’s, and a 
few weeks later was 
finally allowed home. 

Bringing their son 
home was, Fonz admits, a 
worrying time for the new 
parents. But as John 
continued to improve, 
the couple were dealt 
another blow when 
Fonz’s feelings of despair 
deepened and he was 
later diagnosed with 
clinical depression. 

“I’d lock myself away; I 
wouldn’t go out 
anywhere,” he 
remembers. “I thought 
the world was against me 
and if I interacted with 
people I’d bring them bad 
luck.” 

When John was 2 he 
required two more 
operations, and doctors 
predict he will need 
further open heart 
surgery when he turns 13 
to replace a valve he has 
now out-grown from his 
first operation. The family 
hope this will be the final 
operation he has to go 
through and, with 
support from his family 
and friends and 
Impington Village 
College, where he is a 
pupil, John is feeling 
confident about the 
future. 

The condition can 
result in a range of 
symptoms including a 
slower rate of growth, 
blindness and shortness 
of breath, but the 
football-mad Chelsea 


supporter doesn’t suffer 
from any of these 
problems. 

“He lives a normal life 
and he’s not on any 
medication,” says Fonz. 
“The one thing he does 
suffer from is that he’s got 
a very weak immune 
system, so it takes him 
longer to get over a cold, 
and if there’s something 
going round he’ll get it, 
but he has no other 
effects.” 

Describing Roseanna 
as “strong” throughout 
his lowest times, she 
whole-heartedly 
supported Fonz when he 
approached the 
community radio station 
209 with an idea for a 
history-themed show. 
Called The Cambridge 
Time Traveller, the team 
loved it and it became a 
monthly slot. 

“Sadly that radio 
station has now closed 
but I’ve worked for a 
range of stations since 
and John used to come 
with me and sit and 
watch what I was doing,” 
he says. 

“They used to tell him 
that when he was older 
they’d give him a show, 
and he thought that was 
brilliant.” 

John now does have his 
own children’s show on 
his dad’s radio station 
Envision. The internet- 
based station is designed 
to give people with little 
or no radio experience 
the training and 
opportunity to broadcast 
on the airwaves. 


Presenting every 
Sunday from 3pm-4pm, 
John admits it was a 
nerve-racking experience 
the first time he went on 
air. 

“I was nervous but now 
I’ve got used to it and it’s 
all right,” he says. “My 
first two shows I did on 
my own, but now I do it 
with a friend. We talk 
about the top new toys, 
gadgets, sports and tell 
some jokes. In the future I 
want to have my own 
radio station and have 
open days for kids.” 

“He gets no input from 
me,” adds Fonz. “He 
scripts the whole thing 
himself and puts it 
altogether.” 

Fonz still suffers from 
depression but says he 
has “learnt to cope with 
it”. The couple went on to 
have two more children 
after John - Tom, JO, and 
Faye, 6 - all have helped 
to get Fonz through his 
low times, and he is now 
free of medication and 
positive about the future. 

“I’m very proud of 
John. He’s been through a 
lot and he recognises he’s 
been through a lot. He 
shows concern for other 
people and wants to help 
other people,” says Fonz. 

“With his radio show, 
he saw me do it and then 
he wanted to do it and 
now he wants to 
encourage other people 
to have a go.”

Town council happy with Exnina Road plan 


NEWMARKET town councillors 
have voiced no objection to the bid 
by Morrisons to build a super¬ 
market in Exning Road. 

Members at the full council meeting on 
Monday said they did not have a problem 
with the construction of a 25,000sq ft 
food store and 235-space car park on the 
old gasworks site subject to three 
conditions being met. 

Concern had been expressed at the 
development and planning committee 
meeting on Monday, lanuary 23, there 
would be a surge in traffic and members 
questioned whether the roundabout in 
Exning Road proposed as part of the 
development would be able to control it. 

Councillors asked for confirmation the 
impact of the traffic would be sufficiently 
mitigated and an archaeological survey 
would be carried out.

full council on Monday was for people to 
be permitted to leave their vehicles in the 
supermarket’s car park and walk into 
town and for the parking provisions at 
the Morrisons to be shared by 
Newmarket Leisure Centre. 

Cllr David Webb, a member of the 
committee who did not object to the 
plans, said after the meeting: “It’s going 
to be set back a bit (from the main road), 
also it’s on a brownfield site. 

“It’s not taking the stuff that could be 
used for other things, really. It’s not 
knocking down any residential property 
or destroying anything and they don’t 
think it’s too far out of the town.” 

He added he did not believe the traffic 
impact would be too severe because 
many people use food stores in the 


evenings once traffic connected with the 
nearby Newmarket College would have 
dispersed. 

Graeme Cosgrove, director of 
development at Simons, which is 
bringing forward the plans with 
Morrisons, said: “We are pleased to see 
that Newmarket Town Council has 
endorsed our plans for a new foodstore 
at Exning Road. 

“We presented our plans to the town 
council last year and found their 
comments informative and useful. 

“As the town council acknowledges in 
its Vision for Newmarket, there is a need 
for wider shopping choice within the 
town.

Responders 
on the scene 

COMMUNITY first 
responders in Suffolk have 
attended double the number 
of life-threatening 
emergencies they did two 
months ago. 

Trained volunteers reached 
the scene of an emergency in 
Suffolk before ambulance 
crews between 60 and 70 
times a week in November, 
while the number hit 
between 120 and 130 per 
week on average in fanuary. 
The East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust (EEAST) has attributed 
the increase to the 
introduction of tracking 
technology similar to that 
used by ambulance crews 
and a community first 
responder (CFR) desk in 
control rooms which is 
manned 24/7 and ensures 
CFR groups are told about 
life-threatening emergencies 
where appropriate. 

Trials of personal digital 
assistants (PDAs), which give 
sat-nav-style directions from 
a CFR’s location, are taking 
place and trackable pagers 
for CFR groups could also be 
put to the test. 

Glenn Young, associate 
director for the Health 
Emergency Operations 
Centres where relevant 999 
calls are dealt with, said: 

“The focus on responder 
deployment is clearly paying 
dividends and we hope the 
trend continues.”

ALAN AYCKBOURN tells The Guide why his 
latest creation, Neighbourhood Watch - at 
the Cambridge Arts Centre this week - is 
‘more oil than watercolour’ and how big 
battles can be borne out of the most trivial of 
disagreements 


WHAT can you tell us about 
the themes of Neighbourhood 
Watch ? 

I think it’s all in the title. It’s a 
cautionary play. It addresses 
modern hang-ups such as law 
and order, health and safety. Are 
we safe in our beds when there 
are lawless youths roaming the 
streets while the police seem 
powerless? It’s tapping into that 
sort of fear. 

Is it as dark as it sounds? 

There is a gnome on the poster 
after all... 

It’s in my dark farce mode. 

I’ve always been interested in 
how, out of tiny things, wars are 
often fought. Whenever history 
is examined, you always say: is 
that really what started it? Helen 
of Troy was responsible for an 
awful lot! Neighbourhood Watch 
begins with a genuine 
misunderstanding where no one 
is prepared to stand down and 
the reason becomes all but 
forgotten, but nonetheless causes 
a war. 

And you’re tackling this from 
the perspective of something as 
apparently innocuous as a 
Neighbourhood Watch 
scheme? 

It’s about committees which 
have a way of being taken over 
by lunatics and extremists. Sane 
people often haven’t the patience 
or staying power to serve on 
committees. So the people in 
charge of them are often those 
with nothing better to do but 
manipulate other people’s lives. 


Then there are sub-committees, 
which are answerable to nobody 
and do all the work from finance 
to, in this case, retribution! Very 
few normal people volunteer for 
those, as that’s another evening 
out of their lives, so you find 
people volunteering for sub¬ 
committees who shouldn’t be in 
charge of a box of matches let 
alone the future of an estate. (For 
more information, please see my 
earlier play Ten Times Table\). 

What quickly emerges from 
this scheme is a particularly 
extreme British version of a 
gated community - do you 
think that’s a real possibility? 

There is a sense of impotence 
these days, an instinct to build 
little fences around ourselves. 
Because my English people are 
inherently polite people, they 
very rarely contradict each other 
and are happy to go along with 
things until, usually, it’s far too 
late. I don’t think we’ll ever 
become an extreme fascist state 
in this country overnight, but we 
might over the years just drift 
into it and people will then ask 
how on earth did we get here? 
The English are not for turning! 


But gently nudging? The English 
are for nudging. 

One of the ideas of the play is 
our perception of real versus 
imagined threats. Do you think 
that is particularly pertinent to 
society today? 

I think so, because we are 
increasingly distancing ourselves 
from reality. We get our 
information from newspapers or 
TV or the internet we are aware 
of things that are happening but 
since we don’t witness them first 
hand relying instead on news 
media, often amplified, this 
compounds the sense that 
society is breaking down. I think 
there’s too much information 
which we can’t process fast 
enough - no wonder we’re in 
danger of getting badly 
confused. 

I’ve been aware that once I’m 
out of the stream - and when 
one is a writer, you do tend to 
keep dipping out and in - the 
world seems completely 
demented. Then when you get 
back to reality, you realise most 
of your fears were ludicrously 
exaggerated. Yes, it is risky to 
walk down certain streets even in 



Scarborough alone at night but 
society is not breaking down. 

How would you compare 
Neighbourhood Watch to your 
last play, Life of Riley , which 
you brought to Cambridge last 
year? 

I describe some of my plays 
as watercolours and some as 
oils. I think Life of Riley was 
probably more a watercolour and 
this is more towards oil - maybe 
a pastel! It’s slightly bolder and 
has some extremely dark 
shadows in it, but also some 
light moments. 

Life of Riley was rather 
oblique. A lot of people didn’t 
quite perceive what was 
happening and were looking for 
twists which weren’t there. This 
one is much more in your face.

Fruit crops 


T HIS year’s mild winter may 
lead to reduced fruit crops 
this autumn with a 
subsequent rise in prices, 
according to the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS). 

Most hardy fruit plants need a period 
of chilling during winter to encourage 
flowering. Without this cold effect, 
evidence shows that crops, including 
blackcurrants, cherries and some apple 
types which have a particularly high 
chilling requirement, may be reduced. 

The other potential problem is that if 
there is not a prolonged cold period, 
plants will start growing earlier than 
normal and may flower early too, putting 
them at a greater risk of damage if there 
is frost in April and early May. 

Early flowering could mean less fruit 
being set as there may be fewer 
pollinating insects around. The current 
cold spell may help but RHS fruit experts 
suggest that a colder and longer spell of 
weeks is needed to ensure that growth and 
flowering development is held back. 

“We have already seen buds on the 
trees beginning to swell,” says Jim 
Arbury, RHS fruit and trials specialist. 

“I have noticed that two of our autumn- 
fruiting raspberries were flowering. This 
shouldn’t be a problem as the canes will 
be cut to ground level in February. More 
worrying is that our blackberry cultivar 
‘ Silvan’ is also flowering and is therefore 
likely to have a reduced crop.” 

There’s only a limited amount 
gardeners can do to reduce the damage. 

Arbury advises: “If gardeners have 
only one or two fruit bushes that have 
started filling their buds, these can be

covered with some horticultural fleece or 
an old curtain if it looks like there is 
going to be frost overnight.” 

However, what you may lose in apples, 
you may gain in figs, says Guy Barter, 
RHS chief horticultural adviser. 

“Figs don’t need cold over winter to 
flower. The fig flowers inside the fruit and 
a milder winter like this is perfect for 
them, leading to earlier crops and bigger 
harvests.” 

However, the tips of branches that carry 
fruit are vulnerable to frost and a potential 
crop can be ruined during cold weather. 

Protect figs in winter by covering the 
bare branches with a few layers of 
horticultural fleece or by packing the fan- 
trained branches with straw. Remove the 
fleece or packing by the end of May. 

Greenhouse fruits such as nectarines 
and peaches should flower earlier, 
although they will still be in their 
dormant state until March, when flowers 
begin to form. 

If you’re new to greenhouse gardening, 
invest in a thermometer and avoid 
overheating the glasshouse, but also make 
sure you take the greatest care to avoid 
the flowers becoming frosted if there’s a 
late cold spell.

On warm summer afternoons, open up 
the greenhouse to let pollinating insects 
do their work. 

If the warm winter followed by late 
frost hinders your apple harvest, try other 
types for more success. 

Barter advises: “Amateur growers can 
buy late-flowering cultivars, including 
‘Court Pendu Plat’, an ancient French 
dessert variety which flowers at the 
beginning of May, or the cooking 
varieties ‘Crawley Beauty’, the latest 
flowering apple, or ‘Edward VII’.

Newmarket dismay as player 
goes unpunished for a punch 


» UNDER-10 

CARTER Wilder scored all 
Newmarket’s tries in their series 
against Bury and Southwold. 

However, the second game - a 10-0 
defeat by Bury A - left a bitter taste 
when a Newmarket player was 
punched by an opponent in 
clear sight of the referee, who took 
no action. 

A Newmarket spokesman said: “More 
shocking than the punch, was the 
decision by the referee, who simply 
told the player to ‘Stop that -1 saw 
you do it, and I’m watching’. Sad to 
see it, sad to report it, and even 
sadder, was the decision.” 

The opening game against Bury B 
ended in a 15-5 defeat, with Wilder 
scoring the only try of a tight first half.

» UNDER-EIGHT 

NEWMARKET’S two sides generally had the 
upper hand in their three-club challenge 
against Bury St Edmunds and Southwold. 
The Red and Green sides were unbeaten 
over the eight games, with three games 
drawn. 

The Reds started with a 20-20 draw against 
Bury St Edmunds Tigers (tries from Archie 
Morgan, Oliver Garnham and Edward 
Newton 2), following that with a well- 
deserved 25-10 defeat of Bury St Edmunds 
Lions (tries from Luke Ellis 3, Josh Jones 


and Casey Feehan). Determined tagging 
and clinical finishing from Ellis, who scored 
a hat-trick, were the features of the Reds’ 
35-25 defeat of Southwold (other tries from 
Casey Feehan 2, Tyler-Parmar-Andrews, 
and Newton). 

And a scintillating second half, led by 
four-try Matthew Addison, helped them 
beat Bury St Edmunds Lions 45-35 (further 
tries from Feehan 2, Aiden Raffe, Garnham 
and Ellis). 

The Greens made a good start with a 25-15 
defeat of Bury St Edmunds Panthers (tries 
from Harry 2, Feehan, Ellis and William 
Duncan) but they were then held 30-30 by 
Bury St Edmunds Wolves despite a 
hat-trick from Newton and one from 
Hugo Elliot). 

They then shaded a 30-25 victory against 
Bury St Edmunds Tigers (tries from Isaac 
Dear, Elliot 2, Garnham, Addison and Harry) 
before winding up with a 20-20 draw 


against Bury St Edmunds Wolves (tries 
from Parmar-Andrews, Newton 
and Harry). 

» UNDER-NINE 

THE Newmarket squad finished well 
on top in their triangular series 
against Bury St Edmunds and 
Southwold. 

In a much-improved performance 
from the previous week, their 
excellent work at the breakdown 
helping them win good turnover ball 
to give the backs the chance to show 
great vision and handling skills to 
build on the forwards’ solid work. 
They started with a 30-10 defeat of 
Bury St Edmunds Green (tries from 
Sam Skingley, George Howard 3, Gabe 
Jones and Joseph McCaffrey) and then 
drew 10-10 with Bury St Edmunds 
Gold (McCaffrey 2). 

Newmarket finished by beating 


Southwold 10-0 (tries from Peter 
Lonsdale and Jones). 

» UNDER-11 

A VICTORY against Southwold came in the 
middle of two defeats for Newmarket by 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Bury were fast out of the blocks in the first 
game, scoring four converted tries, but 
their inexperienced scrum gradually held 
their own and after a further three tries 
were conceded, Jack Boyle got his side on 
the scoresheet with a try from a 
determined break. Maxx Catley converted. 
The forwards played a key role in the 10-5 
defeat of Southwold, who took the lead 
before half time.

» UNDER-15 

INJURY and illness deprived 
Newmarket of five players and their 
threadbare squad went down to a 
12-7 defeat at Sudbury. 

They conceded an early try, thanks to 
a strong surge from the home side 
accompanied by some unforgiving 
refereeing, but recovered to make life 
very difficult for the home side. 

They were rewarded when impressive 
centre Louis Cope-Cornell was driven 
over the line by James Pritchard and 
Ben May forced his way through to get 
the final touch. Jack Morris converted, 
but despite their pressure in the 
second half, they lacked a cutting 
edge and a late unconverted try 
settled matters.
